The UK government issues educational certificates to students, with attestation and 
apostille from the embassy. These verification processes ensure the certificate's 


authenticity, requiring proof of application in the destination country. 


The process of certificate attestation is driven by various common goals like : 


e Securing admission to a foreign university for further studies needs individuals to 
complete the educational certificate attestation process at the embassy of the 
respective country by verifying their academic credentials. 

e To obtain a residence or family visa, non-educational documents such as 
marriage and migration certificates must be attested. 

e To apply for a job or employment, you must provide an attested educational 
certificate to confirm your educational qualifications. 

e To ensure your child's school admission, you must provide an attested birth 
certificate from the destination country. 

e To obtain the right to sell properties, one must obtain an attestation for a specific 
document, such as a power of attorney. 

To obtain equivalent certificates. 

To register a company, you must attest to the necessary commercial certificate. 
A certificate of education is necessary for physicians, nurses, chemists, 
laboratory technicians, and others to take MOH (Ministry of Health) and DOH 
(Department of Health) examinations.
